)ISHPPEARED.

TEN PER CENT OF THE SUFFRA- 
GANS OF ONE WARD GONE. 


GREAT. POLITICAL MYSTERY. 


Houses in the Twentieth Ward Desert- 
ed That Were Crowded Last 
Electidn Day. 


Since the general election last fall the 
Twentieth Ward has lost fully 10 per cent 
of its voters, and the candidates for various 
offices are wondering where the trouble lies. 
A careful canvases has revealed that over 
300 of the people whose names are on the 
registration lists are not Mving at the ad- 
dresses given. No one can account for the 
enormous shrinkage in such a short time, 
and many are the speculations upon the 
cause, 

This discovery was made by Benjamin J. 
Selkirk, who is a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the House of Dele- 
gates. When Mr. Selkirk decided to make 
the race he started in a business-like man- 
ner. His first move was to procure a list 
of the voters of the ward, and to have print- 
ec.a circular letter stating his desire. These 
letters were addressed to the voters whose 
names appeared on the registration list, ir- 
respective of their politics. They were de- 
livered by a trusty lieutenant of Mr. Sel- 
kirk, and his instructions were to return all 
that were not claimed at the door. 

In making the round the messenger found 
@ number of the houses empty. Some of 
these houses were, at the time of the gen- 
eral election, the homes of from three to 
a dozen voters. They have departed since, 
and the messenger was forced to return 
over three hundred of the circulars. 

Mr. Selkirk was surprised when he saw 
the bundle of campaign literature that came 
back. He states that he would not have 
been surprised had the difference of 10 per 
cent occurred between general elections, but 
such a change within three months seemed 
almost incredible. 

Mr. Selkirk consulted a number of expe- 
rienced politicians in regard to the matter, 
and they were fihanimous in stating that 
either something was wrong or the hard 
times had caused a large number of people 
té move in lieu of paying rent. If the same 
conditions exist in other wards the bosses 
will be forced to get an extra hustle on 
themselves in order to patch up their organi- 
vation, which would be somewhat disturbed 
by the absence of 10 per cent of those who 
were in line Jast fall, and an influx of voters 
of unknown political affiliations. 


NEGOTIATIONS OFF. 


The United Press Will Try to Float 
Another Year.

NEW YORK, Feb, 2.—All negotiations 
for a settlement between the Associated 
Press and United Press are off at the last 
moment, and the two organizations will 
centinue in business. At least that is the 
s'tuation to-day as explained in a statement 
issued by the United Press. Various ex- 
planations are given for the change. One 
ia that the Herald, Tribune and Times, all 
of this city, while’ w-lling to go into the 
Assoctated Press. demanded that the Jour. 
nal be taken in also. This, it f said, was 
opposed by the World. 

Another story is that 
demanded that its allies, the Southern, 
State and New England Associations be 
taken in, but that the Associated Press was 
unable to do so, ita rules demanding that 
each paper stand alone. This might have 
shut out some papers in towns where As- 
sociated Press franchises are held. These 
two stories combined probably explain the 
change. 

The Sun, which served notice of with- 
drawal from the United Press, has recon- 
sidered, and will stand an equal share 
with the other New York papers in any 
losses that may accrue in the next year, 
for which time it is said the United Press 
has reorganized.

people of New Jersey. They are beginning 
to tire of the charge that the trusts own 
the State. Three bills now pending in the 
New Jersey Legislature and which will be 
considered to-morrow indicate that a de- 
termined effort will be made at this ses- 
sion to rid the State of responsfbility for 
the acts of trusts. They have caused a 
sensation. The State now protects nearly 
$2,000,000,000 of corporate capital, and gives 
that protection so that the people may es- 
oe ~ the Tax Collector. 

New Jersey has become a home for trusts 
because its laws do not require any state- 
ment of facts or conditions from these cor- 
porations. As long as they settle at the 
scheduled rates ,they enjoy what trusts 
like most—being ‘“‘let alone.’’ In 1884 there 
were 619 corporations doing business under 
State protection. In 1896 the number had 
increased to 4,598. 


WOMEN OFFENDERS. 


Their Number Largely Increased in 
New York of Late. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Seldom has there 
been such a wave of crimes and miéde- 
meanors in this city of which women are 
guilty as in the last few weeks. These of- 
fences are as various as the characters of 
the offenders themselves, ranging from that 
of a common scold to that of arson and 
even murder. Last night two women com- 
mitted suicide and one probably inflicted a 
mortal wound on a man. A majority of the 
accused women are under 30 and one is as 
old as 42. Of the twenty cases cited since 
Jan. 6 these charges are made» Murder, 
three, assault, two; attempted su'c‘de, two; 
suicide, two; burglary and robbery, three; 
blackmail, one; shoplifting, one; counter- 
feiting, one; scolding, swindling, one each, 
and incendiarism, two. 

During the holidays many women and 

children were accused of shoplifting, but 
that was not unusual. Since then crimes 
have rapidly increased. Last night Mrs, 
Bridget McGrath, a weazened little woman, 
whipped her cousin, Thomas Nester, 6 feet, 
and weighing 300 pounds, when he tried to 
assault her. She used a butcher knife and 
he is dying in a hospital. An Italian wo- 
man killed a former eweetheart at her door 
and wildly cried: ‘‘Marie Barberi was 
cleared; no hanga me!”’ 
The low-class Italians, men and women, 
seem to be more brutal than ever recently 
and attempted murders and assaults are re- 
ported from many points adjacent to th:s 
city. The officiale are crying out against 
the influx of immigrants arfd the laxity of 
courts in inflicting severe penalties.

The building is a large three-story struc- 
ture, the first floor being used as a business 
house, and the second and third floors for 
residence purposes. M. Marks and wife oc- 
cupied rooms on the second floor and their 
two little sons, Irvin and Harold, aged re- 
spectively 13 and 11, occupied a sleeping 
room on the third floor. On the opposite of 
the hallway are rooms used by several per- 
sons as sleeping apartments. | 

The fire broke out on the third floor in the 
room adjoining the one occupied by the two 
little boys. The older one was awakened 
by the smoke and ran out of the room and 
called one of the men. sleeping in a room 
across the hallway. He then ran back to 
rescue his little brother, but both died in the 
room from suffocation. 

Mr. Marks, hearing one of the boys cry- 
ing for help, started up to their room, but 
dropped dead in the hallway from suffoca- 
tion. 

William Reid, who occupied a room across 
the hallway, was also suffocated in his

Arrangements were made and a call is- 
sued by the Committee on Unemployed of 
the Knights of Labor for all men out of 
work to meet at 410 Market street Monday 
morning. There wag to be a parade, fol- 
lowed by speaking om Tweifth street. 

The outlook was so gloomy, however, that 
the demonstration was called off early Mon- 
day morning. 

The idea was approved by some of the 
leaders, but the unemployed did not take 
kindly to a public exhibition of their mis- 
fortune. . 

The Committee on the Unemployed, con- 

sisting of Frank Zykan, Otto Ehrhardt, 
Frank Krebs, William Phelan, P. J. O’ Reil- 
ly, EK. D. Waliorf and Bernard Crow, 
turned the holiday to better account. They 
met at the headquarters of the Marble Man- 
tel and Tile Setters, 410 Market street, and 
took the Initial steps toward a concerted 
move to prevent wage cutting by the unem- 
ployed. 
It is to be carried out without regard to 
any central body or craft.

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GEN. LEE INVESTIGATING ° DR. 
RUIZ’ DEATH. 


WAS PROBABLY MURDERED. 


After Much Delay, Minister Taylor 
Receives Instructions From 
Secretary Oiney.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Senator Sher- 


man said to-day, in reference to a purported 
interview with himself in the New York 
Journal, in which he was quoted as fayor- 


ing war with Spain: 

“It is a lie from beginning to end. I am 
surprised that the Journal should make 
such a statement. I wish you would de- 
nounce it as emphatically as possible.” 


HAVANA, Feb. 22.—Gen. Fitzhugh Lee 
says there is no truth in the statement that 
he has asked his Government to send a 
warship here, as an outcome of the reported 


murder of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz. 
The General also denies that he is con- 
templating making another trip to the Uni- 


ted States. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Washington says: The admin- 
istration is determined to have a full inves- 
tigation of all the circumstances surround- 
ing the death of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz. The 
question of reparation, if the facts justify 
it, will follow investigation. 

Secretary Olney has sent @ cable dispatch 
to Minister Taylor in Madrid, informing him 
that Dr. Ruiz died under suspicious circum- 
stances and directing him to inform the 
Spanish Government that the United States 
desired a full inquiry into the affair. In the 
meantime Consul-General Lee is prosecut- 
ing his inquiry, and just as soon as his re- 
ply is at hand, it will be considered with a 
view to defining the policy of the Adminis- 


tration in the matter. 
The only word received from Consul Gen- 


eral Lee is contained in two dispatches—one 
informing the department of Dr. Ruiz 8 
arrest and the second announcing his death 
in the Guabanacoa jail under suspicious cir- 
cumstances. This last dispatch called fora 
reply, in which Consul General Lee was in- 
structed to make a prompt and full in- 
vestigation, and the further instruction to 
Minister Taylor. 

The Ruiz incident has considerably agi- 
tated the public men here, and it is ex- 
yected that resolutions will be introduced 
n both Houses of Congress calling upon 
the State Department for all the facts in 
the case. The present administration can 
scarcely do more during the short time it 
has to live than to get the investigation 
well under way. But appreciating how sen- 
sitive the American public is on the ques- 
tion of outrages upon our citizens, it will 
be the purpose of Secretary Olney to see 
that an absolutely fair and impartial re- 
port is made by our representative in Cuba, 

While the Ruiz affair nt ultimately 
form the basis for a possible rupture be- 
tween the United States and Spain, it is 
not likely to come during the present admin- 
istration. the new administration de- 
sires to depart from diplomatie means for 
securing better treatment for Americans, the 
present administration will leave at its dis- 
posal a fine fleet of warships to back up any 
demand that may be made. 

It was further denied at the White House 
that any request has come from Consul 
General Lee for warships, or that there was 
any intention of sending war vessels to 
Havana. 

The report of the Spanish investigation 
expected to be set on foot as a result of 
Mr. Taylor’s representation is anticipated 
by State Department authorities. It will be 
said that Ruiz dted from natural causes, and 
testimony to this effect will be secured from 
numerous witnesses that the authorities in 
Cuba are able to procure, and which will be 
sufficient to off-set any evidence that may 
be obtained for the United States. 

State Department officials say that the 
case of Ruiz is very like that of S. N. Lopez 
an American citizen, who, Consul Genera 
Lee reported, was a victim to Spanish 
brutality. His report was laid before the 
Madrid officials. In rebuttal the Spanish 
authorities offered the report made by 
their representatives. General Lee , could 
ag 4 make a bare statement of the -facts 
as he found them and could not quote any 
person as responsible for his information 
because of his fear that his informant would 
be subjected to Spanish imprisonment, 
oe in the Ruiz case, was preliminary to 
eath. 

On the other hand, the Spanish record was 
filled with sworn statements by men whom 
zen. Lee declares were responsible for the 
death of Lopez and others whom the Span- 
ish authorities claim have no interest in the 
matter. Against this mass of evidence, Con- 
sul General Lee’s word is naught. 

Whatever may be the result of the investi- 
gation of the Ruiz case, there is a pressing 
demand from Congress for more complete 
details in this and other cases of Amencan 
prisoners in Cuba. 

Bitter complaints have frequently been 
made by members of both Houses of Con- 
prose that the State Department has not 
ept the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment sufficiently well posted concern ng the 
treatment Americans have received in Cuba. 

If an American citizen has been murdered 
in a Cuban prison Senators and Representa- 
tives insist that the United States should 
know it and that information should not be 
confined to the administration, but should be 
communicated to Congress and the country. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to a 
local paper from Havana says: Dr. Ricardo 
Ruiz, a naturalized American citizen, ar- 
rested on suspicion by the Spanish authori- 
ties a week ago, was found dead in his cell 
in the Guanabacoa jail last Tuesday. The 
body bore marks of violence. The jailer 
said that he died by suicide. 

Consul General Lee sought the privilege of 
viewing the body and asked for a full state- 
ment of the circumstances of his death. 

The Spanish at first ignored both requests. 
General Lee telegraphed to Washington. No 
reply was received. 

n Friday Gen. Lee imperatively demand- 
ed that the body of Dr. Ruiz be turned 
over to him ‘and that an autopsy be made by 
two piypoane. one of whom should be des- 
ignated by Gen. Lee , 

hie artis = of Ahumada, acting Captain- 
General in place of Gen. Weyler, who is in 
the field, issued the necessary order, but so 
long was the delay that although Guana- 
bacoa is less than three miles from Havana. 
Gen. Lee was not admitted to the prisen 
there until Friday afternoon, thirty hours 
after Dr. Ruiz’ death and barely in time to 
stop the burial of the American physician 
in a plain pine coffin by a squad of negro 
Spanish servants,

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REITERATES HIS CHARGES MADE 
ON JACKSON DAY. 


ENORMOUSLY INCREASED VOTE. 


Declares Great Sums of Money Were 
Expended in Order to Defeat 
the People’s Candidate. 


Ex-Gov. John P. Altgeld, in an open 
letter to Judge O. N. Carter of the County 
Court, in the Chicago Dispatch, reiterates 
his charges that gross frauds were com- 
mitted by the Republicans and shows 
where and how the work was accom- 
plished. Mr. Altgeld takes up sixteen 
points of his Jackson day speech and 


treats them in detail. He says, in part: 


“Let me repeat here that nothing in 
connection with the late election has giv- 
en me so much sorrow as the develop- 
ment of these frauds. I love republican 
institutions, and feel that they are safe 
so long as the people control—the people 
may at times be misinformed, may com- 
mit great errors, but they will right mat- 
ters in the end, But when the will of the 
people can be overridden by fraud and 
corruption, when it is once demonstrated 
that the trusts and other enemies of our 
institutions can carry an election by 
simply placing money enough in the 
hands of desperate men, then this re- 
public must go down. Loss of office does 
not hurt me, but the destruction of our 
institutions must bring sorrow to the 
whole human race. You ask me to be a 
little more*specific. Let us begin with 
Illinois. In this state there was formed 
about three years ago an organization 
known as the ‘republican machine.’ This 
machine took control of the Republican 
party. The managers decided to begin 
at the bottom and look after details. In 
this state the township officers (in coun- 
ties which have township organization) 
constitute the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, and in counties which do not have 
township organization outside of Cook 
County and one or two others, the county 
board of trustees or commissioners ap- 
point the judges and clerks of election, 
and in all counties this board selects the 
Grand-jurors, without whose action no 
man can be indicted for a violation of 
law. These township and county offices, 
being local in character, were regarded 
by many as nonpartisan. But the Re- 
publican maching seeing how important 
they could be made in a political con- 
test, quietly captured them. Whenever 
it was possible they secured the election 
not simply ef Republicansy but of Re- 
publicans who could be relied on to do 
certain political work, and when they 
could not secure the election of a Re- 
es they tried to secure a harmless 

emocrat who would not be in their way. 
“Soon it developed. that the election 
machinery of more than two-thirds of 
the election precincts of the State was 
in the hands of Republicans, and not 
only were the county boards of- fully 
two-thirds of the counties Republican, 
but the County Clerks, who have charge 
of all papers ahd documentary evidence 
pertaining to elections, were Republi- 
cans, but most of the State’s attorneys 
were Republican. So that the Republi- 
cans haf it in their power to prevent the 
- prosecution of any of their friends if 
they saw fit to do so. Mark you, I say 
it was in their power. We know that all 
Feepublican officials are above any such 
selfish considerations, because’ they 
themselves assure us that this is the 
case. We know they are all honorable, 
because they admit it; but, unfortunate- 
~ dy are many men in this country 

whos think ‘that everything ts fair in pol- 
itics if you can’ only win, and you will 
admit that if a county board did not 
want its friends indicted, it is possible 
the Grand-jurors selected by that board 

may feel the same way.” 2 


The ex-Governor then proceeds to give 
Agures showing the increase in population 
in the State from 1870 to 188%. Between 1880 
and 1890, the period of the State's greatest 
increase in population, he believes the aver- 
age increase in voters to have been about 

,000 per year. 

If the g@verage increase from 1892 to 1896 
was the same for the ten preceding years, 
the total vote would have increased 60,000. 
He analyzes the conditions that ex'‘sted in 
Chicago before and following the World’s 
Fair, showing how the number of voters in- 
creased in and decreased subsequently, 
because of business depression; takes up the 
echool census,which he says generally snows 
the population greater than does the federal 
census, and declares the increase of voters 
in 18%, as shown by the school census, to 
have been 25,931. In 1896 the increase in 
voters, by the same standard, was 9,733. 

This makes a total increase in voting 
strength for the four years of a little less 
than 36,000, yet, says the ex-Governor, ‘“‘the 
vote returned in Chicago in 1896 was 108,000 
in excess of that cast in the same territory 
in 1892; deducting the 36,000 which, according 
to the school census, was all the real in- 
crease that there was, it leaves 72,009 votes 
in Chicago alone for which no explanation 
has as yet been given.’’ Further, allowing 
60,000 to have been the normal increase of 
voters in the State for four years, ex-Gov. 
Altgeld says there are still left, according 
to the vote recorded, 157,223 votes which du 
not belong to Ilinois; or, if they do belong 
to the State, then it increased its population 
1,086,115 in four years, which, he says, ‘“‘you 
‘practically admit is preposterous.”’ 

Then the ex-Governor proceeds to explain 
where these votes in extess of the 60,000 
natural increase came from. He becomes 
specific, and cites Clay County. where he 
says Republican politicians brazenly offered 
money to Democrats to stay away from the 
polis, In Lawrence County an effort was 
made to buy up the judges of election, and 
$100 was actually paid in advance. Bogus 
ballots were furnished, and when a Demo- 
crat offered his ballot it was destroyed and 
a Republican ballot substituted. In Spring- 
field gross frauds were perpetrated. In one

“1. Did Mr. Hanna actually 
expend from $2,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000 on the voters of Illin- 
ois? . 

“2. While the trusts and the 
corporations supplied him with 
all the cash he needed, ha had to 
have some desperate men to do 
the criminal work of placing this 
money where it would accomplish 
the best results. Did all of the 
men who assisted in piacing this 
money belong to the machine, or 
were there some others who as- 
sisted in this work? ; 


“You ask whether I mean to insinuate 
there was fraud committed in Chicago. 
I answer I do not care to make insinua- 
tions. I say positively that I am satis- 
fied there were frauds committed in Chi- 
cago. We have already seen that there 
was a reported increase of 108.000 votes in 
Chicago between 1892 and 18%, during 
which time there were no material addi- 
tions made to the city. We have also 
seen that, according to the school census 
of Chicago and to other data bearing on 
this question; the natural and normal 
increase of voters in Chicago during 
these four vears could hardly have 
reached 36,000. Deducting this 36,000 from 
the 108,000, it leaves 72.000 votes returned 
in Chicago last fall which cannot be ex- 
plained. 

“You @eay that in 1894 the election ma- 
chinery was in the hands of the Demo- 
crats and that the election of that year 
showed a gain over 1892 in the city. I call 
vour attention to the fact that according 
to the school census,whatever gain there 
was between 1892 and 1896 had practically 
occurred before the elections were held 
in 1894, because, according to the school 
census of 1896, there was an increase of 
only 9,000 voters between 1894 and 1896, 
so that the slight increase in the city 
shown in 189% would not signify much. 

“You say in your letter that the in- 
crease in the city vote from 1894 to 1896 
was 74,637. We know that this is the 
vote returned, yet the census report, 
made in 1896, shows that the total in- 
crease of voters for these two years 
could only have been about 9,000, thus 
leaving nearly 60,000 votes in this one 
case whose existence cannot be ex- 
plained. «Let me ask you aé question. 
The census of 1894 showed an increase 
of population of 129,657 over that of 1892, 
yet the increase of vote in the city that 
year over 1892 was only 33,000. The cen- 
sus for 1896 shows an increase of popu- 
lation for the two preceding years of 
only 48,963, or about one-third the in- 
crease shown in 1894, and yet the in- 
crease in the city vote in 1896 over that 
of 1894 was 74,637. How do you account 
for this discrepancy? In other words, 
if 129,657 population produces only 33,000 
voters, is it possible that one-third as 
many people can produce two and a half 
times the number of,.votes? 


“You say that you are in absolute 
charge of the election machinery here, 
and I fully admit it. You further say 
that over one-third of the election 
judges in Chicago were Democrats; that 

. quite a number more were Populists, 
representing the same ticket, and that, 
therefore, there was no opportunity to 
practice frauds in Chicago. Your friends 
insist that you have a keen eye. This 
being so, I do not see how it could have 
escaped your notice that a large per cent 
of the so-called Democratic judges were 
in communication with the Republican 
managers; some members of the Demo- 
cratic committee assisted in this and ap- 
peared to want such memberships for 
the express purpose of making them- 
selves valuable to the Republicans. To 
a limited extent this condition existed 
in 1864. In 1896 a number of men who 
were connected with the State Adminis- 
tration worked hard for the Republican 
ticket, some openly and others secretly, 
but their movements and their actions 
were well known, and here, as in the 
country, you will find that, as a rule, in 
those precincts where the greatest Re- 
publican gains were made, and dn those 
precincts where thefe was the great- 
est increase in the total vote, the 
Republicans had absolute control of the 
machinery, no matter what the judges 
called themselves.’’ 


The ex-Governor then goes on to show 
that the wonderful increase in the vote was 
in precincts controlled by the Republicans 
and that in all other precincts the vote was 
normal. He gives facts and figures to prove 
that great frauds were also committed in 
Ohio and other States, and then concludes: 


“T know Mr. McKinley will be 
seated, and so great is the suf- 
fering of our people and s0 
strong the cry for relief that I 
not only hope that his adminis- 
tration will be a success, but I 
most fervently hope *hat he may 
be able to deliver the good times 
and the prosperity that were 
promised. No matter how I might 
otherwise feel about it, when a 
great nation is in distress and 
crying for relief, no political 
jealousy can be tolerated for a 
moment. On the other hand, if 
our institutions are to endure, 
then steps must be taken to make 
it impossible to repeat the work 
of last fall. If corruption and 
crime can control the elections of 
America, then the flag has been 
robbed of its glory, the doom of 
the toiler is sealed and the future 
generations will simply be born 
to sorrow.

Walter Damrosch, impressario, is a hard- 
working man. He arose at 8 o’clock Mon- 
day, and a few minutes later was in con- 
versation with his business manager, Mr. 
Graff. P 

They talked about the advance sale for 
the week. There was a well-developed smile 
on his features when he greeted a Post-Dis- 
patch man. 

Mr. Damrosch hadn’t more than three 
bites of breakfast when the Ilibrar‘an 


dropped in, and Mr. Damrosch had to stop 
and read proof on the week's programme. 
Three bites more and Mr. Graff was in 
again. The rest of the breakfast was punct- 
uated with remarks on the growth of the 
Wagner cult, directed at the reporter. 

From the hotel he hurried to Mueie Hall, 
where, for nearly an hour, he superintended 
the details of stage setting, the disposition 
of dressing rooms and straightened out the 
thousand and one difficulties of his subord- 
inates. 

At 10:15 o’clock he jumped into a carriage 
and was driven to Memorial Hall, where he 
discoursed until noontime on “Die Walk- 
ure’ to an audience composed mainly of 
lad'‘es. 

“I can’t keep this up another year,” said 
Mr. Damrosch, when asked if he ever had 
any leisure. “I must find a partner who 
can relieve me entirely of the business cares 
of the organization. This is the really im- 
portant thing. but they keep my mind off 
the artistic side of my work. Had I the 
proper leisure I could put it in rehearsing 
and developing the singers and improving 
the stage presentations. 

“How do I regard our week in St. Louis? 
I have assurances from the local guarantors 
that it will be financially successful. I can 
pledge in return a week of opera that will 
satisfy the most critical. All our artists 
are in splendid voice. Many of them are 
new here, and that will give fresh interest 
to the familiar roles. Those who were here 
last year will surprise you by their vocal 
and dramatic development. Mme. Lehmanp 
is in magnificent voice. Her acting is the 
perfection of the Bayreuth method. When 
Kalisch was here before he had a sweet, 
thin voice. He has a big declamatory organ 
tone now. Krauss will be the sensation of 
the week. He is Alvary’s successor. 

He stands over six feet, he is handsome 
and has a magnificent tenor voice. His 
“Siegfried” is a marvelous performance. I 
already have several requests to substitute 
“Siegfried’’ for ‘“‘Faust’’ at Saturday’s mati- 
nee. The change may be made if the public 
demands. I would like St. Louisans to hear 
Krauss in the role. Somer is a new artist 
and a great one. Then there’s Gerhard 
Stehmann, the young man I picked up here. 
His “Daaland” in ‘“‘Flying Dutchman” isa 
wonderful piece of work for so young a 


man. 

“Calve’s defection made me very angry,” 
said Mr. Damrosch, and a wave of frrita- 
tion passed over his face. “It was a set- 
back to the ladies of the St. Louis Musical 
Club, who had worked so earnestly to 
make the season a success. She did the same 
thing to us at Boston. Really she is mak- 
ing a mistake. Seygard is a beautiful wo- 
man and a wonderful actress. Her “Car- 
men” was a sensation in Boston, and in 
Cincinnati last Saturday.she repeated her 
previous success. I am never bothered by 
such things in my own company. Wagner- 
ian artists are not subject to whimsicalities, 
The discipline is better, their sense of honor 
is developed higher. As an instance, last 
Thursday we were to sing ‘Flying Dutch- 
man’”’ in Cincinnati. Mlle. Gadski, the only 
‘Senta’ in the company, woke up so hoarse 
she could hardly speak. She cried with dis- 
appointment when I told her the opera 
would have to be changed. Theft she sent 
for a doctor and had him work with her 
until he brought back her vofce. Such art- 
ists deserve more from the public than those 
who are Spee Heke gta ed tired. 

“IT don’t understand Calve’s defection and 
her trivial excuse. I do understand that 
the Metropolitan Company will be here in 
March. My answer to Calve'’s conduct was 
to cancel Lillie Lehmann’'s engagement to 
sing with the Metropolitan Company in Chi- 
cago this week. I am sorry it had to be 
done. This country is big enough to sup- 
port two grand opera companies. 

“Our season on the road has been remark- 
ably successful. The public appreciation 
of Wagner is growing. It is the same 
thing all over the world. They are keep- 
ing up the Paris grand opera by the pro- 
duction each year of a new Wagnerian 
work. This is our third year, we are sing- 
ing practically the same repertoire, and the 
crowds are larger and more appreciative. 
The awakening was a little slow. I would 
have had to neglect St. Louis this season if 
it hadn’t been for the ladies of the St. Louis 
Musical Club. Iam glad to come in appre- 
ciation of their noble devotion to art. 

“We had no disappointments at Cincinnati. 
I hope we will have none here. Miss Susan 
Strong is cast for “‘Sieglinde’”’ in ‘‘Walkure, ’ 
but she has not yet arrived. She contracted 
a cold in Boston-and did not go to Cincin- 
nati. She may get herein time; if not, Marie 
Brandis will sing the role. With this pos- 
sible exception there will be no changes 
from the announced programme. The Post- 
Dispatch’s suggestion of giving ‘‘Fidelio”’ in- 
stead of “Carmen’’ was a good one. Un- 
fortunately, the work can not be given, as 
Lilli Lehmann has contracted to sing but 
a 4 week while the company is on the 
road.”’

RIVER RISING AS A RESULT oF 
HEAVY RAINS IN MISSOURI. 


————s 


EXPECTED TO GO HIGHER. 


There Is No Danger Of a Flood, as the 
Early Spring Thaw Above Us 
Has Not Set In. 


The mighty Mississippi has got a hump on 
itself and is rushing down its bed at a ter- 
rific rate. A rise of three feet in twenty- 
four hours has occurred, and, as a result, 
the steamboatmen all along the river are 
making things tight and snug in anticipa- 
tion of a still greater flood of the muddy 


fluid. 

The rise at present comes mainly from the 
Missouri. and that is why the water in the 
faucets has such a beautiful chocolate hue 
and leaves such a rich-looking deposit in 
the bottom of your drinking tumbler. ; 

A short distance up both the Missouri and 
the Mississippi proper are ice gorges which 
have yet to melt and add their volume to 
the big stream. 

Rain Saturday night and ers” in the 
southern half of the State of issourl 
boomed the Gasconade, Osage and other 
tributaries of the Missouri, raising some of 
them at places as much as five or six feet 
in twelve hours. All or nearly all of the 
water is now in the Missouri, and on its 
way past St. Louis. 

The southern edge of the ice gorge is 
being slowly but surely worked up stream, 
and big cakes can occasionally be seen 
floating down toward Cairo. They are rare, 
however, this far from the gorge, only the 
largest ones surviving the . grinding and 
washing they are subjected to. The moat 
noticeable feature of the rise is in the local 
water supply and the extra work to be done 
at the waterworks. 

Up at the Chain of Rocks there are sev- 
eral pairs of settling basins, into which the 
supply is pumped as it is taken out of the 
river. In these basins it is allowed to stay 
for some time and settle. By the time one 
pair is empty the next is settled and ready 
for use. After a pair of basins have been 
emptied, it has to be scoured out and 
washed clean for its next term of service. 

It is when the scrubbing time comes that 
the difference is noticed. At low water the 
deposit is slight and can be washed away 
with the big hose pipes in a very short time, 
but now it takes a small army of men in 
high rubber boots the better part of a day 
to get the deep, heavy bed of sandy mud 
washed into the river and out of the way: 

Secretary Holland of the Water Com- 
missioner’s office said: 

“We can tell from the deposit -reports 
when the floods come from the Upper Mis- 
sourl or the Upper Missouri. It is the 
Missouri that wines down the sand and 
mineral deposits which gre so ugly to look 
at, but which are not’ really unhealthy to 
those who are used to them. 

“The Damrosch opera people may, for ex- 
ample, be made more or less ill by. drinking 
our water now, because they are not used 
to it. But a Missourian will thrive and 
grow fat on it. 

‘“‘Now that we have all our settling basins 
in good working order we can give the town 
a pretty clear article of water. Its color is 
not the best, but it is good, clean, healthy 
water and there is !ots of it.¥ 

Observer Frankenfield does not look for 
anything like a freshet, but says the river 
has a rise of several feet more coming to it. 

He looked over a lot of yellow flimsy slips 
Monday morning, made a few pencil notes, 
then said: 

‘There is plenty of water up above here 
and we still have the snow and ice to hear 
from. The thaw has not set in up above 
us yet and all that volume of water has 
yet to come down. There has been a steady 
rise for some days past, and it will continue 
for some time to come, but it will not reach 
the danger mark.”’ 

The harbor here is clear and there are no 
boats of any importance running. The levee 
looks deserted and from the foot of Olive 
street, aside from the ferries, only two 
boats could be seen Monday morning.

NAMED HIS PALL-BEARERS. 


Chief Desmond’s Secretary Notified by 
the Four Courts Specter to 
Get Off the Earth. 


Inspector “Blily’’ W.lliams, Chief Des- 
mond’s private secretary, is haunted. The 
spook that troubles the Inspector's dreams 
roams the dismal and deserted halls of the 
third floor of the Four Courts and shares 
with the cockroaches and whiskered rats of 
the building the robbery'of the Inspector's 
sleep. The ghost that is responsible for the 
silvery streaks in the Inspector's scanfy 
locks is said by the Inspector to be the 


phantom Sherlock Holmes that furnishes 
the theor.es and clews upon which Chief 
Desmond’s young men waste much valuable 
time in hunting down criminals. 

The inspector sleeps on the third floor of 
the building, and according to his own state- 
ments he holds nightly converse with the 
friendly apparition, using the deaf and dumb 
alphabet to make himself understood. Sat- 
urday night He had a conversation with the 
ghost. he conversation, naturally, was 
somewhat spirited, and in the course of it. 
the inspector took occasion to “‘josh’’ the 
ghost. 

The ghost objected, and suddenly lost his 
temper. He produced several vials of as- 
sorted sizes, containing concentrated es- 
sence of wrath, and us_ng one of his “‘long 
bony fingers’’ as a corkscrew, he uncork:2d 
the vials and poured their contents upon 
the inspector’s furrowed brow. When he

“Louie” Ziegler has already made appli- 
cation for the position to be vacated by In- 
spector Williams at his death. 

“Just my luck, "’ said Ziegler, when he 
read the list of pall-bearers. “J always get 
the thick end of it. -lI'’ve got to carry his 
feet, and everybody that knows Billy Will- 
jams and knows what kicker he is, can 
see I'm up against it. Jimmy Crowell, he’s 
slated to carry the head—the lightest part 
of him.”’ 

Chief Desmond says Inspector Williams 
will have to give him thirty days’ notice of 
his death, so that he can select his suc- 
cessor from the numerous applicants for 
the position. 

Inspector Williams positively refuses to 
discuss his experiences with visitants from 

hostly realms. He admits having told 

etective Smith of his Saturday night visi- 
tation, and of having selected his pail-bear- 
ers, but beyond that he refused to be inter- 
viewed. he Inspector is a spiritualist and 
a vg and says he is prepared for death 
at all times.

MEETINGS OF BOTH BRANCHES OF : 
THE POPULISTS. 


SPEECH BY MR. ROZELLE. 


Paul Vandervoort’s ‘Rule-cr-Ruin” 
Policy Denounced and a New Or- 
ganization in Order. 


ee = ee ee 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 22.—The Pop- 
ulist editors who refused to recognize the 
authority of Paul Vandervoort in calling a 
meeting of the National Reform Press As- 
sociation at Memphis, Tenn., met in the 
parlors of the Hotel Ashland to-day for the 
purpose of organizing a new association. 
The gathering was the outcome of a call 
issued by Arthur Rozelle, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the National Association and Chair- 
man of the Missouri State People’s Party 
Committee, for the purpose of organizing 
and perpetuating a real People’s Press As- 
‘sociation. 

Among the editors here are General Mas- 
ter Workman Sovereign of the Knights of 
Labor, who holds membership as the head 
of the K. of L. official journal; Frank 
Chrichter, Clayton, Ala.; M. V. Carroll, La- 


mar, Mo.: R. H. Jones, Canon City, Colo.; 
F. S. Mickey, Hebron, Neb.; J. W. Tanner, 
Fullerton, Neb.; P, D. Etue, Anderson, Mo.; 
G. F. Brown, Hastings, Neb.; J. B. Berry, 
Greeley, Neb.; J. A. Edgerton, Lin@din, 
Neb.; Warwick Sanders, Columbus, Neb.; 
J. F. Abyn, York, Neb.; Leo Vincent, Guth- 
rie, O. T.; J. M, Gass, Des Moines, Io.; F. 
W. Stuart, Colby, Kan.; J. K. Rogers, Bur- 
lington, Kan.; A. D. Wagoner, Harveyville, 
Kan. J. © Wolfe, Land .and Building Com- 
missioner of Nebraska, and J. W. Edgerton, 
Railroad Commissioner of the same State, 
are also present. 

There will be papers from various editors 
and many miscellaneous matters will be 
considered during the meeting. Officers 
will be chosen-and a place fixed for the 
next annual meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 10:4 
o'clock by Chairman Rozelle, who made a 
brief address. He said: 

“Friends and co-workers of the Reform 
Press—In calling this meeting to order and 
before proceeding with a fe tated organ- 
ization, I deem it my duty to acquaint those 
who are not familiar with the situat‘on with 
the facts leading up to this movement. It 
is not my desire to = anything that may 
tend to widen the differences that have 
grown up between some of gur citizens, or 
add to inharmonious conditions in the party 
organization. On’ the contrary, | would 
heal over any difficulties that may exist. 

“The most of you are famillar with the 
organization of the National Reform Press 
Association, at Cincinnati, on the 2th of 
May, 1891, at which time the People’s party 
was formed, which organization has, un- 
fortunately, declined in membership and 
interest. until at the present time not more 
than fifty of the 1,200 Populists editors of 
the United States claim any connection 
with the association, and not a dozen, if 
indeed one of these, is ‘n good standing, 
with the dues fully paid, as required by 
the constitution. 

“The reasons for this disorganized con- 
dition are very generally known and it is 
hardly necessary to engage In a_ lengthy 
discussion of them at this time. However, 
for the benefit of those who may be unin- 
formed, I desire to state that the work of 
disintegration began at Dallas, Tex., a year 
ago, when the last President of the asso- 
ciation was elected, since which time he has 
pursued a ‘rule or ruin’ policy—endeavor- 
ing to destroy those whom he could not 
control. He has in his official capacity ar- 
rayed a considerable portion of our editors 
in open rebellion inst the constituted 
arty authorities, and by refusing to céncur 
in the action of the last National convention 
placed himself without the pale of the 
party and should be recognized as a bolter, 
if he was ever, indeed, a true Populist. 

“His recent action, in arbitrarily issuil 
a call for the meeting at Memphis withou 
first having the Secretary‘ take a vote of 
the Executive Board, as provided by the 
constitution, ia characteristic of his meth- 
ods and should not be tolerated by any true 
reformer. If there were no other reason, 
this action alane would warrant the reform 
editors of the country in making a vigorous 
protest, if not In organizing a new aasocia- 
tion. It must be very evident to those here 
assembled that it is the tntention of Mr. 
Vandervoort and his friends to read out of 
the pa and keep out of the press associa- 
tion all Populists who supported Mr. Bryan 
and an electoral fusion in the last cam- 
paign. If this shall be their policy it is one 


“Without attempting to forecast the work 
of this body of editors, I will take the Iib- 
erty to su t that we confine ourselves 
strict to business and social lines, 
only that which will tend to harmonise 
the reform elements. instead of creating 
strife and dissensions.

The Post-Dispatch believes that each 
generation is entitled to make a prece- 
dent when right justifies it.

LICENSES, PAID AND UNPAID. 
Senate Bill No. 24, creating the office of 

License Commissioner for the City of St. 
Louis, should, in view of the official re- 
port of Excise Commissioner Bell, be 
pushed to speedy passage. 

The official report of the retiring Excise 
Commissioner shows that the receipts 
from dramshop licenses during the four 
years of his term were $655,941.34 greater 
than during the preceding four years 
under City Collector Ziegenhein. This 
was an annual increase of $155,985.32. 
Within these four wears the number of 
dramshops decreased from 2,400 to 1,852. 
A decrease of nearly 600 In the number of 
saloons and an increase of $155,000 in the 
total amount of saloon licenses paid, 
shows, at a glance, how Collector Zie- 
genhein failed tO discharge his duty. 
Hundreds of illegal saloons were in con- 
stant operation through his official neg- 
ligence or indulgence. 

These are startling figures. While they 
reveal Mr. Ziegenhein in no enviable 
light, they make clear the duty. of the 
Legislature to take away from Mr. Zie- 
genhein all power as a collector of 
licenses. Exctse Commissioner’ Bell 
thinks that, with a State law governing

It is proposed by two billiard experts of 
Philadelphia, Messrs. Roades and Pharo, 
to introduce a cushion with curved corners. 

Since the game of billiards has been a 
| recognized indoor amusement there have 
‘been many changes in the rules and style 
of tables. It was first a very difficult game, 
and for years efforts were made to make it 
easy. Ten years ago it was thought to be 
|too easy, and the experts began to make 
,it harder, and haveercontinued to pile up 
‘obstacles, until to-day eighteen-inch balk 
line is the recognized champions’ game, 
which has been so cleverly mastered that 
a new style cushion was deemed in order, 
hence the curve cushion. 

For a number of years the ordinary 
Straight rail was played by the experts, and 
S0 methodically did they play that in the 
early “eighties’’ runs of 300 and #00 were 
; common, The first long run was made by 
| “Ed” MeLaughlin in a match game with 
the late Randolph Heiser in Philadelphia, 
when he scored 804 points. which concluded 
the game and created a fecord,. The climax 

was reached when ‘Jake’ Schaefer, in a 
match. game with McCleery in Frisco, 
scored 3.90 in an unfinished run. MeCleery 
_had only seored 15 points when Schaefer 
gathered the balls together and ran 1,000. 

The straight-rall stvle of playing then be- 
came so easy for the experts that the cor- 
table were chalked off diagon- 
ally, so that hugging the rail was an impos- 


marcation. This game was soon mastered, 
and cushion carroms were proposed. Then 
came the balk-line game, lines being drawn 
Six inches from the cushion, only a certain 
number of shots being allowed within the 
boundary Line. Experts galloped over these 
obstacles very rapidly. as they did the 
eight-inch, ten-inch, fourteen-inch and the 
eighteen-inch lines, which is the most mod- 
ern style. 

So much improvement has been shown by 
the experts of late years that nothing seems 
to stop them from scoring almost at will, 
and it is under these circumstances that 
Messrs. Pharo and ‘Rhoades have applied 
for patent papers on a billiard cushion with 
curves to take the place of the qorners. 
The patent covers all curved cushions, one 
or more to he nlaced‘on a table at tlhe di- 
rection of the players.

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


He Had Been Assistant City Counsel- 
or and a Member of the 
School Board. 


William P. Macklin died at his home, 
2393 Montgomery street, Monday morning. 

Everybody who had ever mingled jn St. 
Louis politics knew “Billy’’ Macklin, who 
up to the time his health began to fail was 
one of the most promising young lawyers 
in the city. * 

Mr. Macklin was Assistant City Counsel- 
or during the Noonan administration and 
served a term as member of the School 
Board. 

while a student at the St. Louis 

School, he eloped with Miss Lillian 

Spanagel, daughter of Gustav Spanage!, 
President of the Germafi Savings Bank. 

It was a double elopement. A well-known 
notary public and insurance man accom- 
panied Mr. Macklin to an appo'nted tryst- 
ing place where Miss Spanagel ard the in- 
surance man’s sweetheart were ‘n wait- 
ing. The two couples went to Edwardsville, 
Iil.. and got married. 

Mr. Macklin's health had been failing for 
three years. The best of medical skill was 
of little avail. Last summer he made a trp 
to Mexico and spent some time in the St. 
Vincent Sanitarium there. While he was 
there the sanitarium burned down and he 
was forced to spend several bours in the 
night air thinly clad. He never recovered 
from the exposure. He returned tio St. 
Louisa in October and resumed his law prac- 
tice, but he was only a shadow of his form- 
er SK ode . 

He was a man of splendid attainments 
and besides being a good lawyer had decided 
literary talent. While in Mexico he wrote a 
series of letters to Coroner Wait which 
were gems of descriptive art. 

He was an expert penman and had testi- 
fied in that capacity at a number of import- 
ant trials in the St. louis courts. 

In 1892 he led the fight to reorganize the 
School Board and it was largely through 
his efforts that Pres'dent Charles L. Miller 
was deposed and Dr. Auler elected presi- 
dent of the board. 

Though a Democrat he managed and won 
Dr. Wait's contest against Dr. Atkinson 
for the coronership. 

At the time of his death he had been re- 
tained as counsel for a number of candidates 
contesting seats in the State Legislature, 
among them being John P. Collins and John 
T. Ratigan. His death was due to a lung 
trouble, which develoved into quick con- 
sumption. He was attended by Drs. Walter 
Wait and Heine Marks. 

He leaves a wife and three small children. 
The funeral will take plate Thursday under 
the auspices of Damon Lodge, Knights of 
Pythias. Chancellor Commander E. W. Ray- 
mond will have charge of the arrangements. 
Mr. Macklin was 36 years old.

THE INAUGURAL VACATION. 


It May Not Be Formally Taken, but 
Only a Few Members 
Will Remain. 


SPRINGFIELD, UL, Feb. 22.—When the 
House reconvenes at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning it will find three special orders 
awaiting consideration. One is Mr. Far- 
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rell’s bill appropriating $31,000 for the fur- 
nishing of the Soldiers’ Memorial Hall in | 
the Chicago Public Library Building. The. 
bill is on the order of second reading, and 
will probably be advanced to third reading | 
without serious opposition. Another special | 
order for that day is the resolution intro- 


duced by Mr. Berryman providing for the | 
appointment of a joint committee of seven 
to act In conjunction with legislative com- 
mittees from Missouri and Kansas in the 
investigation of stock yard charges. Mani- 
fastly the House is pretty evenly divided on 
this resolution, the motion to suspend the, 
rules for its introduction on Friday being a 
tie—O to BO. 

But the special order for Tuesday, which 
will consume the most time, if it be reached, 
will be Mr. Miller's bill providing for the 
consolidation of the Supreme Court at 
Springfield. The bill is on the order of 
second reading, the only stage at which a 
bill is open to amendment after it comes 
from the committee. It is certain that a 


large number of amendments will be offered, 
many of them confessedly for the purpose 
of killing the bill. Delegations will be here 
from Ottawa and Mt. Vernon, the two 
cities which have especial interest in 
defeating the measure, will be here on that 
day, as will also a committee from the State 
Bar Association. The indications are that 
the bill will be passed. 

The bill authoriz ng the Governor, Auditor 
and Treasurer to borrow $250,000 to meet the 
deficit in the State revenues will be passed 
by the House some time during the week.

They Are En Route East, Where the 
Nebraskan Will Make Somo Ad- 
dresses on the Money Question. 


William Jennings Bryan, the Democracy’s 
candidate for the presidency in the recent 
campaign, spent a quiet day in St. Louis 
Sunday as the guest of ex-Gov.

He was born in Ireland 60 vears ago. He 
came to this country while an infant with 
his father, John Cunningham, who settled 
in Dubuque, Io., and became one of the best 
known river captains on the Upper Mississ- 
ippi. Young Patrick followed in his father's 
footsteps and was in active river service 
before he was out of his teens. He married 
Miss Catherine Walsh in St. Louis in 1864 
and resided here aftef. 

The thirty-third anniversary of the wed- 
ding was celebrated last Tuesday. Capt. 
Cunningham and his wife presided at a din- 
ner at which a number of veteran river 
men and friends of the family were present. 


Capt. Cunningham was favorably known 
in pe river town from St. Paul. to New 
Orleans. 


During his forty years of river life he had 
filled every position on a steamboat from 
second clerk to captain, and yet it was said 
of him that a word of profanity had never 
escaped his lips. 

His conscientious scruples in regard to 
the use of profane language prompted him 
to adopt a vocabularly of his own in direct- 
ing the work of his subordinates. 

Phose who have listened to him say that 
his language when excited was stronger 
than that of the most godless mate that 
ever trod a lower deck, and more original 
than Chimmie Fadden’s. 

He was a prime favorite with the negro 
deckhands, who always referred to him as 
“Mr. Patsy.”’ 

Captain Cunningham was in charge of the 
ill-fated City of Quincy when it burned, and 
was one of the few survivors of the acci- 


dent. 

He had been im four explosions, but was 
never injured until seven years ago. when 
he fell from a gang-plank and sustained a 
fracture of his left knee cap, This acci- 
dent, coupled with his increasing weight, 
hastened his retirement. 

During the war he was captain of the 
famous Andrew Jackson. After the war he 
served as captain on the Northern line, the 
Davidson line, the Tennessee Packet and 
the Anchor Line. 

In recent yeare he was known to thou- 
sands of excursionists as captain of the An- 
nie P. Silver. 

The funeral will take place at the Cathed- 
ral Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. The 
act ve pall-bearers wll be river men and the 
honorary pall-bearers members of the Cath- 
olic Knights of America.

There is a strong probability that the 
diocesan law which commands all “mixed 
marriages’’—marriages between » Catholics 
and non-Catholics—to be celebrated at the 
residence of the parish priest will be an- 
nulled, or “eliminated,” to use the expres- 
sion of Archbishop Kain. The Archbishop 
favors its repeal, Mgr. Martinelli, the 
apostolic delegate, is opposed to it, and 
there is an unmistakable sentiment against 
it among the laity of this diocese. 

In the case of the Orthwein-Homes wed- 


ding the Archbishop has been turned down 
by the Apostolic legate. When he re- 
fused to allow Fr. Shea to perform the 
ceremony at the Homes residence, there 
was a great-to-do.

Shea the desired dispensation to 
perform the ceremony at the bride’s home.

Archbishop Kaim was seen by a reporter 
Monday morning.

This is a mis- 
take, which doubtless grew out of agul- 
ing made by Archbishop Kenrick away back 
in 1858. If a divorced person remarr'es and 
a Catholic, cognizant of the facts, assists 
and participates as an attendant, he or she 
is excommunicated. This ruling, so far as 
I know, would not have applied in either 
of the cases about which so much has re- 
cently been said. 

It is also a mistake to eureete that Miss 
Rowley was excommunicated or Miss Homes

at home, The excommunication is inflicted 


If Miss 
Homes, now that a dispensation has been 
granted, has a Protestant minister to mar- 
ry her, her offense will be all the worse.

The stage manager keeps time with a stick, 
and the men Keep a strict watch on his 
arms. Faster and faster they move, and 
louder and louder pound ghe men until the 
horse is supposed to hav@ stopped.

The recent animated debate upon the unt. 
versity endowment bill developed the fact 
that the opposition relied in great part Upon 
the positive statement that théfe was no 
precedent for the action proposed, and that 
no certificate of indebtedness had ever been 
issued without an equivalent having been 
recéived by the State. This declaration ts 
made in defiance of statements to. the : 
trary of both ex-Gov. Stone and Goy, Sieah, 
ens. 
swered during the debate, notably by Mr 
Avery of Lincoln County, but it is doubtful: 
if in the excitetment and hurry of debate 
the full force of the answer was appreciat- 
ed. Accordingly it may be well.to put the 
facts again so clearly that every one may 
understand them. 

In accepting the grant of land for the 
benefit of the College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts March 19, 1863, the State of 


Missouri bound itself to bear the expense 
of handling and selling the lands, so that 
every dollar received for the land should 

to form an endowment of the college. 
tween the years 1876 and 1896 the State Bad 
made no appropriation for meeting such 
expense, and the Board of Curators tad 
been obliged to use the proceeds of land 
sales to the amount of $22,581.10. 

In 18% the Board of Curators called u 
the Legislature to make an appropriation 
of $22,881.19, in order to reimburse the land 
grant fund. Now, it had been provided in the 
act of Congress giving the land fn 1962, the 
the entire proceeds of sales of land shou 
be invest in stocks, National or State, 
vielding not less than 5 per cent. The State 
of Missouri had authorised the State of- 
ficers to receive from time to time the 
money derived from ‘the sales of and 
to issue therefor certificates of indebted- 
ness bearing 6 per cent [nterest. The money 
received from such certificates was always 
to be placed in the sinking fund, so that 
every certificate of indebtedness issued 
should be represented by an equivalent 
amount of money received into the sink 
fund for the payment of the bonded debt 
the State. 

Now, return to the demand for $22,881.19. 
Had the State actually appreprinses that 
amount from its revenue fund and paid it 
over to the curators, the latter would have 
used it as they did all other proceeds 
sales: |. e., they would have taken out a 
certificate of indebtedness and the sinking 
fund would have received the money. 

But the Leg'slature made no appropria- 
tion; no money was taken from the revenue 
fund: no money was paid over to the 
curators no money was received into the
